adequate means for his education 
and with 
intellectual, 
cultured 
and devoted parents; his rise 
to 
prominence, 
therefore, 
contains 
nothing of the elements of poverty, 
self-denial 
and 
struggle. 
His 
father, William Marc 
Chauvenet, 
was a native of Narbonne, France, 
who, following the downfall 
of 
Napoleon, emigrated from Italy to 
the United States where he m ai- 
ried Miss Mary K err of Boston and 
later engaged in business in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Of this union, 
William 
Chauvenet was born on May 24, 
1820, near Milford, 
Pennsylvania 
—one hundred and sixteen years 
ago this week. 
Following his graduation 
from 
Yale at the age of twenty 
with 
high honors in the classics and in 
mathematics, a scientific 
career 
was 
decided 
upon 
for 
young 
Chauvenet by his appointment, in 
1840, as 
assistant 
to 
Professor 
Alexander Dallas Bache, 
nation­ 
ally prominent scientist and head 
of Gerard College, in Philadelphia. 
The next year he married Cather­ 
ine Hemple of this city and in 1842 
he received an 
appointment 
as 
head of the 
Naval 
Asylum 
in 
Philadelphia, after serving as pro­ 
fessor of mathematics on board the 
U. S. S. Mississippi. 
Out of Chauvenet’s efforts in be­ 
half of midshipmen, who, in ac­ 
cordance with the custom of the 
day, were permitted but not 
re­ 
quired to pass eight months in the 
s t u d v of mathematics at the Naval 
Asylum in order to obtain promo­ 
tion, grew plans for a 
regularly 
organized school with a two year 
course of study. 
Finally, in 1845, 
as a consequence of the action of 
George Bancroft, Secretary of the 
Navy, the United 
States 
Naval 
Academy, for the realization 
of 
which Chauvenet had bent every 
effort and the means for the crea­ 
tion of which he had pointed the 
way, was established at Annapolis. 
For the next fourteen years, in the 
upbuilding 
of 
the 
Academy, 


Chauvenet was the chief influence 
in the founding of that institution 
on a firm and scientific basis. 
In 1859, by which time he had 
established a name for himself not 
only as a teacher and administra­ 
tor, but 
as 
an 
internationally 
known scientist and 
author 
of 
mathematical textbooks w h fh ad­ 
vanced the teaching of their sub­ 
jects in the United 
States 
and 
which in certain fields have not 
been out-dated, Chauvenet was of­ 
fered the position of professor of 
astronomy and natural science at 
Yale. 
A founder 
and 
a 
trail- 
blazer, the those, instead, to ac­ 
cept a similar position 
tendered 
him at the same time by Wash­ 
ington University, then 
recently 
established in St. Louis, 
“where 
conscious usefulness would be his 
best reward.” 
In 1862. upon 
the 
death 
of 
Chancellor Joseph B. Hoyt, Chau­ 
venet was made the second chan­ 
cellor of Washington 
University. 
Applying the same zeal and gen­ 
ius with which he had built up the 
United Naval Academy, Chauvenet 
built up the infant St. Louis in­ 
stitution. 
with 
the 
result 
that 
Washington University 
prospered 
and attained a status of character 
and reputation. 
A man of indefatigable energies, 
Chauvenet kept up, beyond 
his 
strength, his arduous administra­ 
tive duties, his teaching, his writ­ 
ing and his activities in connec­ 
tion with 
nationally 
prominent 
scientific organizations. 
Yet 
he 
found time to take part in the play 
of his children and to direct their 
education. 
In connection with his profound 
knowledge of 
mathematics, 
the 
distinguished engineer, James 
B. 
Eads, “in order to guard against 
any possible error”, submitted to 
him the plans for the St. 
Louis 
Bridge. 
Significantly, 
in 
con­ 
sideration of the obstacles which 
later impeded the building of the 
bridge, 
Chauvenet 
reported 
on 
Ead’s plans: “The bridge erected 
in accordance with them will be a 
new triumph of the 
science 
of 
engineering and a credit to 
our 
city.” 
In addition, C. M. Wood­ 
ward credits him with contribut­ 
ing to the construction of the fam­ 
ous bridge through his theory of 
the ribbed arch and his ingenious 
and delicate device for 
measur- 
the modulus of elasticity in steel. 
In 1869, impaired health forced 
Chauvenet to resign his 
connec­ 
tion with Washington . University 
and on December 13, 187ft,-jie died 
at the age of fifty. 
He now lies 
buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery 
in St. Louis.

In July, 1804, Goah Watson left 
Detroit with four French Canad­ 
ians and two pirogues loaded with 
Indian goods. 
He reached 
New 
Madrid four months 
later. 
The 
trip had not been easy. 
Watson had come to 
America 
from 
Auldearn, 
Scotland, 
in 
March, 1802, when he was 
still 
very young. 
After 
landing 
at 
Montreal, he traveled by a long 
and circuitous route to 
Detroit, 
where an uncle was in business. 
Watson stayed in Detroit a year 
to attend school and then he took 
charge of a small trading estab­ 
lishment 
his 
uncle 
owned 
in 
Canada opposite Detroit. 
At the 
end of another 
year, 
Watson’s 
uncle was obliged to find a m an­ 
ager for an Indian trading post he 
operated at 
New 
Madrid. 
He 
gathered together 
an 
outfit 
of 
goods imported from London ex­ 
pressly for the Indian trade, and 
Watson set off. 
“ We found the river 
Maumee 
very low, making a long trip 
to 
Fort Wayne,” Watson said in an 
account of his journey he wrote a 
few months before his death on 
December 11, 1855. “No white in­ 
habitants were on the banks from 
the time we left the foot of the 
rapids, with the exception of one 
Frenchman, a banker, at the mouth 
of the river Glase, 
called 
Fort 
Defiance, who furnished the In­ 
dians and traders who travelled 
up and down the river with bread 
We found some 
Indian 
traders 
and a company of U. 
S. 
troops 
stationed there.” 
At Fort Wayne Watson and his 
men found it necessary to haul 
goods and pirogues 10 miles to the 
head waters of Little River, which 
empties into the Wabash, and then 
later they had to carry their equip­ 
ment and merchandise 60 miles to 
the Indian village 
where 
The- 
comery ruled. 
They reached Vin­ 
cennes, Ind., in two months af­ 
ter encountering low water most 
of the time and after having 
to 
carry their goods for short dist­ 
ances and to roll 
the 
pirogues 
over every rapid. 
During the trip Watson and the 
four French Canadians were ex­ 
posed to excessively warm weath­ 
er, a lack of protection from the 
hot sun and rainy days, 
and 
a 
shortage of provisions that forced 
them to make their meals of a lit­ 
tle salt pork, a few hard biscuits, 
and lye hominy. 
Watson 
got 
chills and fever from the 
hard­ 
ships and had to stay in Vincen­ 
nes for some time to recover. 
The rest of the journey was un­ 
eventful. 
The men 
arrived 
at 
New Madrid 
in 
October 
and 
“found the place settled princip­ 
ally by the French and the town 
or village beautifully laid off in 
lots of 2 and 4 arpents, each well 
improved and streets wide 
and 
running parallel with the river.” 
The banks 
of

Mississippi 
River were encroaching upon the 
town, he wrote. 
The first town 
laid off by the Spanish had fal­ 
len in the water, and when Wat­ 
son set down his reminiscences he 
was living in the thirdJow n “care­ 
fully laid off back of the second, 
which has also gone. 
When the 
encroachments of the river

March he placed $14,000 
worth 
of furs and peltries in a keel boat 
bound for Chicago, hoping to meet 
the government ship sent west at 
the opening of navigation in the 
spring with provisions for troops. 
The keel boat traveled

Mississippi, then up the Illinois, 
and on up the Fox River to with­ 
in six miles of 
Chicago. 
There 
Watson discovered 
the 
govern­ 
ment boat had arrived and 
left 
five days before. 
Since no ves- 
els except the government's ran 
on the lake, Watson 
stored 
the 
furs in Chicago until fall. When 
he began preparing them lor ship­ 
ment he found them all ruined by 
“moths or bugs”. 
While he was at New Madrid 
shipping furs to Detroit and trad­ 
ing with the Indians, Watson also 
bought produce which lie took to 
New Orleans on flat 
boats. 
He 
landed the first time near a sugar 
plantation above the city where 
Lafayette now stands and 
then 
went to find that New 
Orleans 
had no residence 
above 
Canal 
street and only a few 
business 
houses on the square near 
the 
canal. 
Watson was inconvenienced 
m 
returning from his tirst trip south. 
No steamers were running then, 
of course, and but few barges and 
keel boats. 
He bought a 
horse 
and started back 
by 
land. 
He 
crossed Lake Pontchartrain in an 
open boat with the 
horse 
and 
took the road from Madisonville 
north to Nashville and on through 
the Cherokee and Choctaw Indian 
country to the Tennessee 
river. 
The trip required six weeks and 
Watson complained that he had to 
pay $1 a meal for himself and $1 
a gallon for corn. 
The next time he returned from 
New Orleans on the 
Mississippi, 
setting out in mid-summer with 
few provisions. 
He and his men 
had to rely on their guns and fish­ 
ing tackle "not being particular as 


to what we killed or ate—Hob­ 
son's choice, that or none. Cranes, 
pelicans and cat fish we consider­ 
ed delicacy.” 
They had 
neither 
L nt nor umbrella to protect them, 
and w hen-it rained hard enough 
to stop travel they put ashore and 
peeled the bark from 
trees 
to 
make 
temporary 
shelter. 
They 
were on the river 45 days. 
At that early period 
the Mis­ 
sissippi River banks were settled 
by 
robbers 
and 
counterfeiters. 
Flat boats descending the 
river 
then had to go in convoys

armed and under the leadership 
of an experienced commander ¡f 
they were to reach 
destinations 
safely. 
Watson once had a nar­ 
row escape. 
In 181U, he saw that 
one of the famous

For two days he remained a half 
mile behind the dugout. 
Watson 
had, of course, heard of Revard, 
the French Canadian who he said 
followed the boat.

pass it quietly in the night they 
had not escaped notice.

supposed Revard intended to let 
his colleagues know of the dug- 
out’s approach to Point Chicot but| 
he was mistaken, for after two 
days Revard abandoned the chase.

CONTROL CUTWORMS 


There have been two 
reports 
received at the extension 
office 
the past week to the effect that 
cutworms are doing serious dam­ 
age to cotton and garden 
crops. 
These pests may be controlled, in 
most cases, by the use of 
poison 
bran mash. 
However, 
for 
the 
species which work intirely in the 
ground this i* not very effective. 
The poison bran mash is made 
os follows: wheat bran 25 pounds; 
white arsenate, paris 
green, 
or 
sodium arsenate, 1 
pound, 
sor­ 
ghum molasses 
or 
heavy 
corn 
syrup, 2 quarts; water, 3 gallons 
or enough to make a stiff mash. 
The bran and poison should be 
mixed thoroughly before adding 
any of 
the 
liquid. 
The 
water 
should then be added to molasses 
and thoroughly stirred. 
Then add 
the liquid to mixture above and 
stir thoroughly while adding. 
If 
still too dry more water may be 
added until the proper texture is 
reached. 
The mash 
should 
be 
just moist enough so that 
it is 
crumbly. 
This bait should then be scat­ 
tered thinly over the ground 
in 
the infected fields. 
If used 
only 
in garden then it 
be 
scattered 


along the row by the plants. It 
is advisable for field crops to use 
about 10 pounds per acre.

results will be obtained, generally, 
by broadcasting, the mash in the 
late afternoon.

Chauvenet. called the “father of 
the United States 
Naval

emy'*, whose ability as a mathe­ 
matician

acknowledged 
throughout the United States and 
Europe, whose name was one of 
the most eminent in the annals of 
piactical astronomy 
in 
America 
wnd who, at the height of his car­ 
eer from 1859 to 1869, was con­ 
nected with Washington Univers­ 
ity, at St. Louis. 
William Chauvenet was endow­ 
ed with a brilliant 
mind, 
with 
adequate means for his education 
and with 
intellectual, 
cultured 
and devoted parents; his rise 
to 
prominence, 
therefore, 
contains 
nothing of the elements of poverty, 
self-denial 
and 
struggle. 
His 
father, William Marc 
Chauvenet, 
was a native of Narbonne, France, 
who, following the downfall 
of 
Napoleon, emigrated from Italy to 
the United States where he m ar­ 
ried Miss Mary Kerr of Boston and 
later engaged in business in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Of this union, 
William 
Chauvenet was born on May 24, 
1820, near Milford, 
Pennsylvania 
—one hundred and sixteen years 
ago this week. 
Following his graduation 
from 
Yale at the age of twenty 
with 
high honors in the classics and in 
mathematics, a scientific 
career 
was 
decided 
upon 
for 
young 
Chauvenet by his appointment, in 
1840, as 
assistant 
to 
Professor 
Ale xander Dallas Bache, 
nation­ 
ally prominent scientist and head 
of Gerard College, in Philadelphia. 
The next year he married Cather­ 
ine Hemple of this city and in 1842 
he received an 
appointment 
as 
head of the 
Naval 
Asylum 
in 
Philadelphia, after serving as pro- 
iessoi of mathematics on board the 
U. S. S. Mississippi. 
Out of Chauvenet’s efforts in be­ 
half of midshipmen, who, in ac­ 
cordance with the custom of the

quired to pass eight months in the 
studv of mathematics at the Naval 
Asylum in order to obtain promo­ 
tion. grew plans for a 
regularly 
organized school with a two year 
course of study. 
Finally, in 1845,

blazer, the ehose, instead, to ac­ 
cept a similar position

him at the same time by Wash­ 
ington University, then 
recently 
established In St. D»uis, 
“where 
conscious usefulness would be his 
best reward.” 
In 1862, upon

death 
of 
Chancellor Joseph B. Hoyt, Chau- 
venet was made the second chan­ 
cellor of Washington 
University. 
Applying the same zeal and gen­ 
ius with which he had built up the 
United Naval Academy, Chauvenet 
built up the infant St. Louis in­ 
stitution. 
with 
the 
result 
that 
Washington University 
prospered 
and attained a status of character 
and reputation. 
A man of indefatigable energies, 
Chauvenet kept up, beyond 
his 
strength, his arduous administra­ 
tive duties, his teaching, his writ­ 
ing and his activities in connec­ 
tion with

prominent 
scientific organizations. 
Yet 
he 
found time to take part in the play 
of his children and to direct their 
education. 
In connection with his profound 
knowledge of 
mathematics,

distinguished engineer, James

any possible error", submitted to 
him the plans for the St. 
Louis 
Bridge. 
Significantly,

Chauvenet

Fad’s plans: “The bridge erected 
in accordance with them will be a 
new triumph of the

In addition. C. M. Wood­ 
ward credits him with contribut­ 
ing to the construction of the fam­ 
ous bridge through his tneory of 
the ribbed arch and his ingenious 
and delicate device for

the modulus of elasticity in steel. 
In 1869, impaired health forced 
Chauvenet to resign his 
connec 
tion with Washington . University 
and on December 13, lB'IO^Jjr died 
at the age of fifty.

buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery 
in St. Louis.

At the 
end of another 
year, 
Watson’s 
uncle was obliged to find a man­ 
ager for an Indian trading post he 
operated at 
New 
Madrid. 
He 
gathered together 
an 
outfit 
of 
goods imported from London ex­ 
pressly for the Indian trade, and 
Watson set off. 
“ We found the river 
Maumee 
very low, tn »king a long trip 
to 
Fort Wayne,” Watson said in an 
account of his journey he wrote a 
few months before his death on 
December 11, 1855. 
"No white in­ 
habitants were on the banks from 
the time we left the foot of the 
rapids, with the exception of one 
Frenchman, a banker, at the mouth 
of the river Glase, 
called 
Fort 
Defiance, who furnished the In­ 
dians and traders who travelled 
up and down the river with bread 
We found some 
Indian 
traders 
and a company of U. 
S. 
troops 
stationed there." 
At Fort Wayne Watson and his 
men found it necessary to haul 
goods and pirogues 10 rniles to the 
head waters of Little River, which 
empties into the Wabash, and then 
later they had to carry their equip­ 
ment and merchandise 60 miles to 
the Indian village 
where 
The- 
comery ruled. 
They reached Vin­ 
cennes, Ind., in two months af­ 
ter encountering low water most 
of the time and after having 
to 
carry their goods for short dist­ 
ances and to roll 
the 
pirogues 
over every rapid. 
During the trip Watson and the 
four French Canadians were ex­ 
posed to excessively warm weath­ 
er, a lack of protection from the 
hot sun and rainy days, 
and 
a 
shortage of provisions that forced 
them to make their meals of a lit­ 
tle salt pork, a few hard biscuits, 
and lye hominy. 
Watson 
got 
chills and fever from the 
hard­ 
ships and had to stay in Vincen­ 
nes for some time to recover. 
The rest of the journey was un­ 
eventful. 
The men 
arrived 
at 
New Madrid 
in 
October 
and 
"found the place settled princip­ 
ally by the French and the town 
or village beautifully laid off in 
lots of 2 and 4 arpents, each well 
improved and streets wide 
and 
running parallel with the river.” 
The banks 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
River were encroaching upon the 
town, he wrote. 
The first town 
laid off by the Spanish had fal­ 
len in the water, and when Wat­ 
son set down his reminiscences he 
was living in the thirdJown “care­ 
fully laid off back of the second, 
which has also gone. 
When the 
encroachments of the river 
will 
stop is hard to conjecture. 
After 
a residence of 50 years 
in 
the 
place I find little or no change in 
the caving of the river banks. 
1 
have moved my possessions back 
three times and my first residence 
is now in Kentucky.” 
As soon as 
Watson 
reached 
New Madrid he took charge of his 
uncle’s establishment and 
began 
trading with the Indians, French, 
and Americans. 
He bought pel­ 
tries and furs during the winter 
until March and then bailed them 
and sent Frenchmen with them up 
tiie Ohio toward Detroit. 
Three 
weeks later he began 
following 
the pirogues by land. 
He missed 
\ incennes traders whom he ex­ 
pected to find 
for 
companions 
and was forced to travel 
alone, 
not without a little fear. 
He was 
then only 16 years old. 
Watson continued taking furs to 
Detroit until the w a r# f 1812 end-

Lafayette now stands and 
then 
went to find that New 
Orleans 
had no residence 
above 
Canal 
street and only a few 
business 
houses on the square near 
the 
canal. 
Watson was inconvenienced 
in 
returning from his first trip south. 
No steamers were running then, 
of course, and but few barges and 
keel boats. 
He bought a 
horse 
and started back 
by 
land. 
He 
crossed Lake Pontchartrain in an 
open boat with the 
horse 
and 
took the road from Madisonville 
north to Nashville and on through 
the Cherokee and Choctaw Indian 
country to the Tennessee 
river. 
The trip required six weeks and 
Watson complained that he had to 
pay $t a meal for himself and $1 
a gallon for corn. 
The next time he returned from 
New Orleans on the 
Mississippi, 
setting out in mid-summer with 
few provisions. 
He and his men 
had to rely on their guns and fish­ 
ing tackle “not being particular as 


to what we killed or ate— Hob­ 
son’s choice, that or none. Cranes, 
pelicans and cat fish we consider­ 
ed d( licacy.” 
They had 
neither 
tent nor umbrella to protect them, 
and w hen.it rained hard enough 
to stop travel they put ashore and 
peeled the bark from 
trees 
to 
make 
temporary 
shelter. 
They 
were on the river 45 days. 
At that early period, the Mis­ 
sissippi River banks were settled 
by 
robbers 
and 
counterfeiters. 
Flat boats descending the 
river 
then had to go in convoys 
well 
armed and under the leadership 
of an experienced commander if 
they were to reach 
destinations 
safely. 
Watson once had a nar­ 
row escape. 
In 181U, he saw that 
one of the famous 
Mason 
and 
Murrell men was following 
him 
from a little below Lake Provid­ 
ence to a place near Point Chicoi. 
For two days he remained a half 
mile behind the dugout. 
Watson 
had, of course, heard of Revard, 
the French Canadian who he said 
followed the boat. 
Revard main­ 
tained a lookout on an island be­ 
low Lake Providence and though 
Watson and his men hud tried to 
pass it quietly in the night they 
had not escaped notice. 
Watson 
supposed Revard intended to let 
his colleagues know of the dug- 
out’s approach to Point Chicot but 
he was mistaken, for after two 
days Revard abandoned the chase. 
Watson believed he let them pass 
only because he disliked attack­ 
ing Watson’s French crew. 
Un­ 
doubtedly he had heard the men 
singing the French songs boatmen 
of that nationality usually sang on 
the river. 
Once more at New Madrid, Wat­ 
son directed his efforts, together 
with other leaders of the coun­ 
try, including Capt, Dunklin, to 
ridding the district of the counter­ 
feiters, who imposed on merchants 
daily. 
They were driven away by
